Dave Roundtree, Regional Water Manager, displayed a |large map and distributed small naps to the Board depicting the partially
constructed and proposed sewer trunk system for the Spanish Springs Valley. He stated that the application to the Nevada Division
of Environmental Protection for a State Revolving Fund Loan woul d be for the design and construction of the west-side interceptor
facility, which would provide sewer service both within and outside the Sparks Sphere of Influence on the west side of the valley;
and that, along with the east side interceptor which is nearly conplete, will provide the backbone for sewer service in Spanish
Springs.

M. Roundtree stated that in one formor another, the interceptor line will be necessary; that subm ssion of the application does
not bind the County to anything at this point; that it sinply gets the project on the State's list to get it ranked for funding in
conpetition with other projects; that the timng of granting the funds will depend on where the project ranks on the list with al

the other projects subnitted statew de; and that when the funds are offered, the County can either accept or reject the |oan

Roy Hi bdon, Civil Engineer, urged the Board to approve the application for State funds, explained the process and tinetable the
State will go through in ranking the projects, and stated that if the application does not get in by February 15th, the project
wi |l not be considered for funding at all this year.

Conmmi ssi oner Bond expressed her desire to serve on the Regional Transportation Comn ssion when there is an opening, noting that
there is a perception in the community that there is no one on that Board representing the North Valleys.

Dean Dei derich, Departnment of Conprehensive Planning, provided background information concerning Bill No. 1107, regardi ng scenic
corridor standards, site conpatibility and open space standards, which was introduced on May 23, 1995, but was not adopted due to
i ssues raised regarding scenic roadway corridor standards being generic and applied county-wi de and the Board's concern with the
nunmber of inconpatibilities on the site conpatibility charts. He advised that they have devel oped scenic roadway corridor
standards to be used on the M. Rose Hi ghway, which is also on tonight's agenda for consideration, and that Article 426 should
probably be deleted and i ndividual standards adopted for each designated scenic corridor. He al so discussed the other areas of
concern and answered questions of the Board.

Conmmi ssi oner Moul i ot expressed concern with the Design Guidelines section on signage stating that sone of those itens, such as
suggested lettering, etc., are business decisions that should be made by the busi ness owner and that "guidelines" have a way of
becom ng "regul ations." M. Deiderich stated that he woul d be happy to work with the Board further on this section

Commi ssioner Sinms stated that he feels Article 426, Scenic Corridor Standards, should be seen and reviewed on a case-by-case basis
rather than a regional basis; that he does not have a problemwi th the article on Open Space; and that there are so many parcels
with a high level of inconsistency as far as Site Conpatibility and the related issue of how nuch additional staff time will be
requi red on those, that he thinks those itens need further work. M. Deiderich pointed out that M ke Harper, Departnent of

Devel opment Revi ew, has indicated that inplenentation of the article on site conmpatibility will create a staffing problemfor his
depart nment.

Conmi ssi oner Bond stated that she al so has problens with the Design Guidelines and would like to work on them further. She al so
stated that preserving open space by clustering hones is another issue for her and she would like to revisit all of this.

Chai rman Bradhurst advised that at the Regi onal Governing Board neeting a concern was expressed by Sparks Mayor Bresl ow regarding
density transfer and his feeling that that is being msused in Sparks. M. Deiderich stated that clustering is not the sane as
density transfer; that a developer can "cluster"” all the allowable homes on a parcel into a snmaller area, |leaving the rest of the
parcel in open space, whereas density transfers involve nore than one parcel; and that clustering is encouraged in the Washoe
County Conprehensive Pl an.

Fol I owi ng further discussion, Chairman Bradhurst stated that it would be the Board's direction that Article 426 not be adopted and
that scenic roadway corridor standards be done on a case-by-case basis; that Article 432, Open Space Standards, be adopted; and
that Article 434, Site Conpatibility, and the Design Cuidelines be deferred until workshops can be held to work on them further

i ncl udi ng discussing staffing needs related to inplementation of Article 434 during the budget process.

Dean Dei derich, Department of Conprehensive Pl anning, provided background information and revi ewed the reconmendati on fromthe

Pl anni ng Commi ssion regardi ng scenic roadway corridor standards for the M. Rose Hi ghway and devel opment standards for the

Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Area, especially relating to signs and the recommendati on that variances to the sign requirenents not be
al | oned.

The Chai rman opened the public hearing by calling on anyone wi shing to speak for or against adoption of said Ordi nance.

Jackie and Keith Kellison, M. Rose residents, each stated that they are in support of the proposed amendnents except that they
believe the size of a sign should be 60 square feet instead of 50; and that there should be a variance provision to enable
property owners to request a larger sign giving themat |east a reasonable opportunity to present a case to the Board.

Jeanne Johnson, M. Rose/ Geiger Gade Citizen Advisory Board, urged the Conm ssion to adopt the ordinance, including the sign
requi rements, stating that both the Sout hwest Truckee Meadows and the M. Rose-Geiger Grade CAB's worked very long and very hard
on devel opi ng these standards and have witten themin such a way that they should not be a burden on devel opers, the Planning
Conmi ssion, the Board of Adjustnment, the Design Review Conmittee, or the Board of County Conmi ssioners. In regard to the sign
size, Ms. Johnson stated that issue was discussed for over an hour and a half at the | ast neeting.

There being no one else wi shing to speak, Chairnman Bradhurst closed the public hearing.

Chai rman Bradhurst stated that the issue appears to be whether or not there should be a variance provision allowed for the sign
si zes. Conmmi ssioner Mouliot stated that he believes there should be. Commr ssioner Bond confirnmed that these signage restrictions
only apply within the M. Rose Scenic Corridor setback

Legal Counsel Madel yn Shi pman advi sed that variance provisions are usually put in devel opnment codes to ensure that there is a
process whereby property owners can devel op their property.

Conmi ssioner Sins asked if the Board changes this ordinance again, will it have to go back to the Planning Conm ssion again. M.
Shi pman stated that according to Nevada Revised Statutes, the Board can nmke changes to an ordi nance at the public hearing; and
that, in accordance with the Devel opnent Code, the ordi nance would only have to go back to the Pl anning Conm ssion if those
changes are "substantial." M. Deiderich stated that since this ordi nance has al ready been sent back to the Planning Comni ssion
once, the Board would now be free to modify any provisions in the areas that it had requested the additional work on

On notion by Conmm ssioner Sins, seconded by Conmi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Bradhurst ordered that
Ordi nance No. 942, Bill No. 1117, entitled, "AN ORDI NANCE AMENDI NG Chapter 110 of the Washoe County Code (Devel opment Code) to
anmend Article 204, Forest Area, Article 214, Southwest Truckee Meadows Area, and Article 902, Definitions, and other matters
pertaining thereto," be approved, adopted, and published in accordance with NRS 244. 100 with the foll owi ng amendment:

The maxi mum square footage on a nonunent sign will be 60 square feet per side with the maxi mnum hei ght of 10 feet.
